Hear Editor, 

Your editorial by Kathleen Roach, published June 13, 
1996, contained serious factual errors. 

Mrs. Roach's editorial should have been listed as a 
gust editorial as she is not the editor of the Sierra Madre 
News. Most editors check the factual accuracy of their 
articles before they are printed and you have not done 
this on more than one occasion. "This time, quoting 
CEQA, the California Environmental Quality Act, Mrs. 
Roach launched another of her many attacks on the Si¬ 
erra Madre Cultural Heritage Cottunission. Councilman 
Bart Doyle corrected her at the June 11th City Council 
meeting saying that some of her conclusions were 
wrong: CEQA has been amended extensively and it is 
not necessary to do an environmental impact report for 
every demolition project. The City has the authority to 
do a mitigated negative declaration. The basic require¬ 
ment of the CEQA law is that the City does an initial 
study of any discretionary review. The expensive pro¬ 
cess of an environmental report is not required for all 
demolition permits of historical dwellings. 

This editorial leaves one to believe that you do not 
have a credible editorial policy nor a letters-to-the-edi- 
tor policy that one normally expects of a legitimate news¬ 
paper. 

The News has continued to print Mrs. Roach's attacks 
making no effort to provide a balanced view of the on¬ 
going discussions by the Cultural Heritage Commission 
or the draft ordinance. As far as your policy regarding 
letters-to-the-editor, under which guise most of these 
attacks have occurred, you printed many letters that were 
in fact opinion pieces that did not relate to any published 
articles or information from your newspaper. As such, 
your readers did not have access to original sources of 
information but only one group's opinion. There would 
be no way for a reader to form an independent opinion 
unless they were at the Cultural Heritage Commission 
meetings. The News did not report on the meetings in 
any ongoing and substantive way. I would say it is dis¬ 
honest to present information in this manner. 

On another point, to print the advertisement from the 
concerned Sierra Madre Citizen without the name of the 
advertiser, is equally unprincipled.

Question: Before I check my car's 
automatic transmission fluid, 
should I drive my car for a few 
minutes to circulate the fluid?

City Adopts 
1996-1997 
Budget 

The Arcadia City Council adopted its fiscal year 
1996-1997 operating budget, approved the proposed 
spending plan for 1997-1998 and adopted the Capital 
Improvement/Equipment Acquisition Program for 1996 
and 2001 at its June 18 meeting. 

After reducing the supplies and services portions of 
the budget by $500,000, the budget still had a shortfall 
of $1,000,000. The primary reasons for this deficit is a 
combination of the shift of property tax revenue to the 
schools by the State Legislature, a decline in assessed 
property values, deregulation which has impacted the 
City's utility tax revenue, and the depressed economy 
which has caused a reduction in the City's number one 
revenue source, sales tax. Keeping the budget balanced 
requires a permanent reduction in costs or a permanent 
increase in revenue. 

To make up the $1 million shortfall, the City Coun¬ 
cil made the following reductions, above and beyond the 
initial cuts in supplies and services. 

1) . The hours of clerical position in the City Council's 
office were cut; 

2) . The City Newsletter budget was cut by $18,000; 

3) . The City Attorney's legal support services account 
was reduced by $10,000; 

4) . A management analyst position in the Adminis¬ 
trative Services Department was eliminated; 

5) . A clerical position in the City clerk's office was 
cut; 

6) . In the Fire Department, a Dispatcher, part-time 
Fire Inspector and 2 Fire Technicians were cut. In ad¬ 
dition, a $53,000 reduction in overtime expenses was 
requested, as was a reorganization of department staff¬ 
ing which will save $16,000; 

7) . Police department cuts include a $20,000 reduc¬ 
tion in the amount of money set aside for traffic control 
during the racing season, a $10,000 reduction in over¬ 
time costs, elimination of a Sergeant position, and reclas¬ 
sifying a Planning/Research Officer to a non-swom 
Community Services Officer. 

8) . Residential street sweeping was reduced from one 
time per week to once every two weeks nine months of 
the year and a Sweeper Operator position was cut. 

9) . A city hall custodial position was eliminated and 
the work will now be contracted to an outside firm. 

10) . Tree trimming will be reduced from once every 
five years to once every 6 to 6.5 years. 

11) . An Engineering position was eliminated from 
the Development Services Department and the hours of 
the a contract building inspector were reduced. 

12) . The resident camp program was deleted. 

13) . the Recreation Department lost a part-time cleri¬ 
cal position. 

14) . The Library lost two part-time Aides, one part- 
time clerical position and $10,000 in services and sup¬ 
plies. 

In addition, the City Council lowered the Capital 
Improvement Program budget by $381,000; expressed 
a desire to initiate a fee for paramedic service and to 
adjust City fees and charges to cover a larger portion of 
their actual cost, and institute a form of a 6hiring 
freeze6 whereby the Council will now authorize on a 
case by case basis, each recruitment to fill a vacant po¬ 
sition. 

A 1 percent one-year increase (which automatically 
expires after 1 year) in the City's utility tax was also 
included in the budget although it was approved in con¬ 
cept only. The City Council will consider this issue 
separately from budget adoption. (The referenced in-

Construction Set to Begin for 
AMH Patient Tower 


Replacement 


Methodist Hospital in 
Arcadia will begin the pre¬ 
construction phase for a 
five-story Patient Tower 
Replacement on July 8. 

The Patient Tower Re¬ 
placement Project is the 
first tower replacement at 
Methodist Hospital since 
the hospital opened in 
Arcadia in 1957.

crease in the utility tax will bring approximately 
$600,000 to the General Fund and will cost Arcadia resi¬ 
dents approximately $4 per month). 

Every effort has been made to minimize the impact 
these cuts will have on employees and residents, accord¬ 
ing to Jim Dale, director of administrative services. 
When possible, employees whose positions have been 
deleted will be moved to other jobs and some of the 
positions that are being eliminated are currently or soon 
to be vacant (e.g. through retirement).

for the Sierra Madre’s util¬ 
ity tax, which was passed 
by the council in 1993 and 
is now up for voter ap¬ 
proval in November. The 
six percent tax gathers be¬ 
tween $600,000 to 
$720,000 annually in rev¬ 
enue. 

“We have got to have 
that money to keep this 
town viable,’’ said Hayes. 
“There’s 88 cities in Los 
Angeles County and the 
reason that ours is unique 
is because it’s finally ad¬ 
equately funded. If it 
doesn’t pass, it’s going to 
greatly impact our ability 
to operate business as 
usual here.’’ 

The councilman added 
that if voters reject the util¬ 
ity tax, cuts will probably 
have to be made in street 
improvements, sidewalk 
repair and the health and 
viability of the city’s rec¬ 
reation department.

Ernestine Yeckley was bom on November 11,1902 
in Adrian, Michigan. Her maiden name was Sutton. At 
age 19 she attended the Ward Belmont finishing school 
and college for women in Nashville, Tennessee. Mov¬ 
ing to Detroit, she worked for 13 years as an executive 
secretary for the General Motors Coiporatiqn. In the^ 
mid 1920's she marr’ed John "Jack" Yeckley who did 
promotional work for GM and later for Studebaker. 
Jack was an amateur airplane pilot. Ernestine also loved 
to fly and was always proud of the fact that she, too, 
eventually obtained a license, an unusual accomplish¬ 
ment for a woman in the 1920's and 30's.

At about age 8, Billy fell ill 
with encephalitis which left him retarded and epileptic.

Having A Blast Safely 

More than 10,000 people were treated for fireworks- 
related injuries last year. The largest percentage of fire¬ 
works victims are boys under the age of 14. 

Most fireworks injuries result from misuse., includ¬ 
ing holding fireworks too long, picking up lighted fire¬ 
works and having fireworks explode near a bystander. 

Joseph M. Kaplan, President, Greater Los Angeles 
Chapter National Safety Council strongly urges every¬ 
one to avoid all home fireworks and to attend a public 
display. Fireworks are best handled by trained profes¬ 
sional. If you are determined to use home fireworks 
despite their obvious danger you are advised to take the 
following safety precautions seriously. 

- Always read the directions and safety precautions; 

- Never take fireworks apart. Do not try to create 
your own device; 

- Never allow young children to handle fireworks; 

- Light fireworks one at a time and remain a safe 
distance away after lighting the device. Never place 
fireworks in containers; 

- Do not try to relight or handle malfunctioning fire¬ 
works. Instead, keep a bucket of water nearby to fully 
extinguish fireworks that do not go off immediately. 

- Cool water should be used for bums. If someone 
should suffer a serious injury, get immediate help from 
a qualified medical person.
